If the Constitution w¢ 
not wrested from the hands of the usurp- 
ers, in a few years the Government would 
be lost, or its whole character changed. 
He said, in conclusion, that he felt proud 
in coming back among his old friends, at 
least to help them bear the burdens if he 
could not relieve them. 
Mr. Johnson was greeted at the close 
with loud cheers, and was frequently in- 
terrupted with applauee in the course of 
his reply to the welcom:. The entire 
affair off very successfully, and 
but one trivial incident occurred in the 
arrangement of the order of exercises 
that did not reficct very creditably upon 
its author. The Mayor of Greenville 
peremptorily refused to officially partici- 
pate in the ceremonies—making some 
absurd allegation that ex-President John-

THE DIVORCE LAW. 


What it is and its Effects in Va- 
rious States. 


From the Charleston (8, 0.) Courier.) 
* * * * 
The bistory of every country in which 
divorces have been gr.nted, is adverse to 
ite exercise and disastrous to the general 
welfare. The tone of general society is 
thus lowered. The sources of public 
morality are corrupted. The very ties 
of secial life are dissolved, 
The facility with which divorces are 
granted in many of the States has de- 
stroyed the sanctity of the marriage re- 
lations, until, in many instances, the 
proportion of divorces to gu has 
assumed an alarming extent. Thus, in 
Maine, divorce a vincula may be granted 
by any justice of the Supreme Cour 
‘* whenever, in the exercise of a soun 
discretion, he deems it reasonable and 
proper, conducive to domestic harmony 
and consistent with the peace and mor- 
ality of society.’’ In North Carolina the 
statute, after providing for certain cases, 
adds that if ‘‘ any other just cause of di- 
vorce exists,’’ the injured party may bbe! 
tain divorce a vincula or a mensa et tho- 
ra, atthe Court’s discretion, or a decree 
of alimony only, if no more be deman- 
ded. The law of Indiana provides that 
divorces may be decr by Circuit 
Courts for certain causes, and then adds, 
‘‘and for opy other cause for which the 
Court shall deem it proper that a divorce 
shall be granted.” In Iowa the statute 
authorizes a divoree when the fact ap- 
pears ‘‘ that the parties.cannot live to- 
gether in peace and harmony, and that 
their welfare requires a separation.’”’ Ino 
Illinois formerly, and we believe at pres- 
ent, certain judges are authorized to de- 
cree divorces for causes not specially as- 
signed, ‘'.f they should be satiefied of the 
expediency of makingsuchb!a decree.’’ In 
Rhode Island divorce may be decreed for 
sundry special causes, ‘ and for any other 
gross vehavior and wickedness in either 
of the parties, repugnant to and in viola- 
tion of the marriage covenant.’”’ A simi- 
lar law was in Connecticut in the 


year 1840. 

What is dissolved easily is always 
held loosely.. All veneration for the 
marriage relation ceases, aud the best 
interests of society are placed in —_ 

The lew in Connecticut is that divorces 
are authorized ‘for any such misconduct 
as permanently destroys the happiness 
of the petitioner and defeats the purpose 
of the conjugal relation.” 

The result is, that the ratio of annual 
to annual marriages is as fol- 
ows: 

In Massachusetts, as one to forty-four. 

In Qhio, about one to twenty-five. 

In Yermont, about one to twenty-one. 

In Connecticut, about one to : 

We need scarcely cite further to show 
the impolicy of these laws, and that, 
where they exist there cannot prevail 
either pore system of morals, the well- 
being society, of any observance of 
the sacred laws of the family relation. 

The question is now engaging the at- 
tention of the various churches, of all 
who are interested in the future of the 
country. 

In South Carolina no case of divorce 
has ever been allowed by the courts, and 
no divorce has ever been granted by the 
General Assembly. Following the ex- 
amyle of the Northern States, the ‘ Re- 
construction Legislature’? has placed 
the right of divorce upon thé statute- 


book, 

The Northern States themselves are 
sati-fied of their error. They are expe- 
riencing every day the evil effects of 
their unwise attempts to distrust the 
most intimate relations of life. They 
are anxious to retrace their steps. 

The Legislature here in power since 
the war have acted unwisely. They 
have followed what President Woolse 
terms a *‘ serious danger ’’ and a “‘ perni- 
cioys system.’’ The sooner the present 
law is abolished tis Latter, It is at 
present a brutum Tt has opitber 
been accepted or endorsed by the peeple.

Valuable Estate, 


The Judiciary of Kentucky and 
the Adminsistration of Justice. 


By a Correspondent of the Courier-Journal. ] 
SPRINGFIELD, Ky., March 18, 1869. 
One of the largest causes ever in the 
Weshington Circuit Court was finally 
decided to-day. Mary Alsop, a woman 
of color, and ber six children, recovered 
a judgment for $12,000, with several 
years interest, against the executor and 
heirs of Samuel Redding, deceased, late 
of this county. Jesse Alsop, a wealtby 
planter of Mississippi, died in this coun- 
ty some ten or dczen years ago. Out of 
his large which was situated in 
Kentucky and Mississippi, he devised to 
Mary, his freed woman, and her six chil- 
dren, whom he had emancipatéd and set 
up in Jife in the county of Ciaiborne, 0, 
$30,000 to be raised by his executor after 
his death by sale of his property in Mis- 
sissippi, consisting of land, negroes, 
stock, etc. He appointed Samuei Red- 
ding hia executor, to whom he devised 
his property in Kentueky, After making 
his will he sold himaelf, by hie agents, 
all his Missiseippi estate and took notes 
therefor, payabie to himself. He diedin 
ession of these notes, and hia will 
was probated in the County Court of this 
county, and Redding qualified as his 
executor and took charge of these notes 
and claimed them as part ofthe Ken- 
tucky property of said Alsop devised to 
him in the will. Jesse Alsop had noim- 
mdiate family and no relatives nearer 
than nephews and nieces; Redding was 
no relative. He very emphatically in 
his will imposed upon bis executors the 
duty of converting his Misstesippi fs 
ty into money and investing $a ,000 of 
the proceeds in real estate in the State of 
Obio, in the name and for the benefit of 
Mary and her six by declaring 
that this was ‘‘ the great desire of his 
heart.”” Redding had gone on under 
the will, which ‘had been admitted to 
record. in 1856, and collected most 
of these notes due in Mississippi, 
and had made a  settiement of 
his aceounts im. Yazoo county of 
that State, where he had also quaiified 
as executor, showing himself indebted 
to the estate some $12,000. This settie- 
ment was made in 1860, but nothing was 
done for Mary and her children. She 
brought this suit in 1866. The question 
presented f: r decision by the pleadings in 
in the case is, whether the conversion of 
the property Ra. | the testator in his life- 
time amoun toan ademption or rev- 
ocation of the devise to Mary and her 
children.

All 
the mighty influence of the talents, 
learning, and character of two of the 
highest judicial functionaries of the 
State were exerted in this case earnestly 
in vindication of the rights of negroes 
to the discomfiture of their white adver- 
series, ranking among the most iufluen- 
tial citizens in this community, thus 
furnishing evidence tothe worid that 
there existe no prejudice against the ne- 
groesin the minds of the jadiclesy of 
this State.

Grant's Inaugural in England. 


The Boglish papers by the China con- 
tain editorial reviews of the inaugurs!) 
address of President Grant, which had 
been telegraphed in ful). The London 
Times concludes a long eulogistic article 
as follows: , 

‘* In the principles Gen. Grant enunei- 
ates throughout this document, briefly 
as they are expressed, we see hopes of a 
beneficial and honorable career. The 
President has been and remains un- 
pledged in a pariy sense; he tells us that 
the cffice which has been conferred upon 
him was unsought. What is of still 
more importance, he is not committed to 
the employment of any set of men, and 
remains his own maste‘, sud the true 
“ Executive’’ of the country. Here are 
advantages which few Presidents have 
possessed, and if they are well used by 
Gen. Grant, his term of office msy be 
the beginning of a new period of pros- 
perity, surpassing even that which came 
to an end eight years ago amid the flames 
of civil war.’’ 

The opinion js also favorable, 
and that journal,in reference to the 
President’s silence about the Alabama 
difficulty, observes 

‘‘ It is certain that the President has 
not, in this addrees, given any counten- 
ance to the extraordinary remarks which 
were recently attributed to him by the 
of the American press; and 
all that we know of bis chsyacter and 
antecedents justifies the belief that bis 
councils, now that be ig elevated to pow- 
er, will be those of wisdom and modera- 
tion. His programme is-an eminently 
pacifie one. The warlike spirit has no 
place init. It breathes the purpose of a 
man who will uphold the greatness of 
his country by reuniting a divided : 
ple, by economizing an | empioy- 
pg the national resources, and by culti- 
vating peace abroad, and at home the 
civic virtues.’’ 

‘The Pall Mall Gazette observes: 

“The proclamation to the citiz7ns of 
the United States with which Gen. Grant 
begins his official life, is characteristic, 
and on the whele satisfactory. It bears 
the mark of a strong will, and of an ib- 
cisive. if somewhat narrow intellect. 
Gen. Grant leaves no doubt as to his 
meanivg, and bis meaning is rarely open 
to apy reasonable objection. The fault 
of the proclamation, considered as a po- 
litical progranjme, ig that it leaves un- 
touched some of the most important 
questions which the American people 
will have to deal with during the next 
four years. It must be remembered, 
however, that Gen. Grant is not the head 
of the Government in the sense in which 
we are accustomed to use the term. Mr. 
Johnson forgot this distinction, and did 
his best to persuade himself and Con- 
gtess that he was a Prime Minister, with 
a poligy to carry out, Gen. Grant is not 
likely to fall into thiserror. Thereisa 
true military ring about Gen. Grant’s 
appeal to those young men who ‘have 
a peculiar interest in maintaining the 
national hvnor.’ The foreign policy in- 
dicated in the proclamation is unexcep- 


tionable so far as words go,” 


The News says: 

“The inaugural address of President 
Grant hag been regesived on this side of 
the Atlantic with a good dea! of interest 
and satisfaction. The world has of late 
been so accustomed to hear from the oc- 
cupant of the White House the language 
of political partisanship, that it is re- 
freshing to read the address of a Presi- 
dent who belongs to and represents the 
whole people rather than any section of 
it. Gen. Grant is one of the few Presi- 
dents in modern times who have been 
able to say with the simplicity of an 
honest pride ; ‘ The offics which has been 
conferred on me was unsought.’ The 
declaration that he accepts the position 
without fear, has an air of simplicity 
about it which at once puts the new 
President out of the category of mere 
politicisns. It may also be held to indi- 
cate the entire independence of his posi- 
tion. No pea can fully claim Presi- 
dent Grant, nor can he be fairly said to 
have incurred responsibilities to either.’’

The principal occupation, to-night, of

In antici- 
pation of the final settlement of the 
question touching this Tenure-of-office 
Act now pending before Congress, during 
the present week, the speculations about 
the offices and probable candidates are 
revived.

Details et the Darnell-Lane Af- 
fray and its Awfal ‘Ter- 


The Coldest-bicoded Murder on 
Record, 


Cause of the Feud. 


A few days ago the APPEAL gave the 
outlines of a terrible affray which oc- 
curred on board the steamer Beile Mem- 
phia, at Island No. Ten, on her upward 
trip, which resulted in the almost instant 
death of three persons. We were unable 
at the timeto give any details of the 
horrible affair, buton the down trip of 
the Belle Memphis yesterday we gieaned 
the following fall particulars of the 
dreadful tragedy—one that we defy the 
bioody annals of the South west to furnish 
a parallel for. For cold, calculating, de- 
liberate, mercilese, wholesale murder, it 
stands without a rival oranequa!. But 
the story needs no comment, No words 
of ours can add horror to the blood-curd- 
ling, harrowing truth: 
When the Belle Memphis, on her u 
trip a week ago to-day, made Stuari’s 
Landing, which is at the foot of Island 
No. Ten, on the Tennessee side, about 
four o’clock in the afternoon, three men 
named Darnell came on board. Two of 
these were brothers named Henry and 
Richard, and the third was a cousin 
of theirs, whose given name we could not 
learn. They were armed with shot guns, 
a circumstance which excited no suspi- 
cion whatever, as it is the custom, as 
our readers know, to carry a rifle or a 
shot gun when going from one point on 
the river to another, 
The guns were deposited after the boat 
got under way, in the corverof the cab- 
in, and one of the brothers came up to 
the clerk’s office to pay the fare of the 
party, stating that they were goiug to 
reig’s Landing, some six miles abo /e. 
After paying the fare be remarked that 
if the boat was going to land at Wat. 
son’s Landing, some three miies above, 
they would get off there. — 
When the boat neared Watson’s, the 
attention of the pilot was attracted to a 
signal from a party eonsiating of three 
men, @ jady, and a little girl, who appa- 
rently wished to get on board. A land- 
ing was made, and one of the gentle- 
men, who was recognized by the officers 
of the boat as Capt. Robert Lane, came 
on board, acéotapanied by a Mra, E 
wards and tie little girl. 
Mr. Billy Bienker, the clerk of the 
Belle Memphis, went down the steps to 
meet them, and took the little girl in his

When the Bslle Memphis 
came down the river the three murderers 
were at Point Pieasant Landing, sitting 
on horseback, end seemingly in high 
glee over something. 

The origin of the feud which led tq the 
afiray seems to be of the most trivial 
character. It seems that some montha 
ego,a negro, formerly a slave of Gen. 
Darnell, the fatier of the two young 
men, had committed some offense against 
Capt. Lane, and he he had thrashed 
him for it. This bred *‘ bad blood,’’ and 
a few days after the cecurrece? & quar- 
rel took place between Ciint Lane and 
Gen, Darnelle, during whicn D ck Dar- 
nelle jerked Lane’s pistol out cf his belt 
and shot him theeugh the body with it, 
making a wound which came near being 
mortal, and from which he was jusi re- 
covering when killed.
